MLB signs |611M D.C. stadium lease, clearing way for construction

WAS H I N G TO N I A major impasse that threat- 
ened to derail baseball’s long-term return to 
the nation’s capital was resolved Sunday when 
Major League Baseball signed a lease for a new 
ballpark, clearing the way for construction of 
the stadium and the sale of the team. 

One day before the Monday deadline 
imposed by the D.C. Council, baseball signed 
the lease passed by the Council last month. 
The lease calls for a ballpark to be built along 
the Anacostia River south of the Capitol, with 
a provision capping the city’s spending for the 
project at $611 million. 

Baseball had expressed 
concern over the cap, which 
altered the original agree- 
ment that brought the 
team from Montreal in 
September 2004. In par- 
ticular, baseball was con- 
cerned about a scenario in 
which the team’s future owners could be forced 
to pay cost overruns. The alternatives for base- 
ball would have been to ask for binding arbi- 
tration or search for a new city for the team. 

The lease will go into effect if the Council 
agrees to several provisions, including a pro- 
vision that the city not adopt any legislation 
that violates the terms of the lease, MLB pres- 
ident Bob DuPuy said. 

Vince Morris, a spokesman for Mayor 
Anthony A. Williams, said the additional pro- 
visions “should be OK,” but city leaders would 
spend Sunday night and Monday examining 
them. Baseball and the city have been negoti- 
ating the lease for more than a year. Baseball 
commissioner Bud Selig has said he would not 
the sell the team until the lease was signed, (ap)

ATLANTA I AT&T Inc. is buying 
BellSouth Corp. for $67 billion in 
stock in a bid that further consoli- 
dates the telecommunications indus- 
try and would give AT&T total con- 
trol of their growing joint venture, 
Cingular Wireless LLC.

WASHINGTON I The Army criminal 
investigation that attempts to cut 
through the fog of war shrouding 
the friendly- fire death of former 
football player Pat Tillman could 
end with a case before a military 
court or no action at all.

Detainees fear they 
will never be released 
from U.S. prison eamp 

GUANTANAMO BAY NAVAL BASE, CUBA I 
Ahamed Abdul Aziz has been in 
the Guantanamo Bay prison for 
more than three years and, by his 
account, has been interrogated 50 
times without being charged with 
any crime. He waits with anguish for 
freedom but fears it will never come. 

“We are in a grave here,” he told 
his lawyers, echoing the despair felt 
by many of the roughly 490 prison- 
ers held as suspected terrorists at 
the U.S. naval base in eastern Cuba. 
Charges have been filed against only 
10 of them. 

Transcripts of hearings, which 
the Pentagon released Friday after a 
successful Freedom of Information 
Act lawsuit by The Associated Press, 
show the frustration among prison- 
ers waiting for the military to decide 
whether to charge them, transfer 
them or release them. 

The United States has released 
or transferred to authorities in their 
home countries about 270 detainees 
since the prison opened in January 
2002, months after the U.S. -led 
military campaign that ousted 
Afghanistan’s hard-line Taliban 
regime for harboring Osama bin 
Laden and al Qaeda bases. 

Pentagon officials say detainees 
can be released if a review panel 
determines they no longer pose a 
threat to the United States and have

no intelligence value in its war on 
terrorism. 

U.S. officials say the camp hous- 
es only people who want to kill 
American troops or civilians. 

“The folks that are at 
Guantanamo Bay all have a valid 
reason for being sent here,” said 
Army Maj. Jeffrey Weir, a prison 
spokesman. “Some are mainly secu- 
rity, others are intelligence.” 

Aziz, who is from Mauritania 
in West Africa, was captured in 
Pakistan in 2002, according to 
one of his lawyers, Anna Cayton- 
Holland. His lawyers do not know 
what he is accused of 

“He thinks he’s going to die 
here,” said another member of his 
defense team, Agnieszka Fryszman.

Iran Defiant

Tehran threatens to 
move on enrichment 
if sent to U.N. council 

VIENNA, AUSTRIA I A defiant Iran 
warned the 35 nations on the 
International Atomic Energy 
Agency’s board Sunday that it will 
press ahead with full-scale uranium 
enrichment if they push for United 
Nations action over suspicions that 
Tehran is seeking nuclear arms. 

The comment came as the board 
prepared to meet Monday to discuss 
referring Iran to the U.N. Security 
Council, but delegates said whatever 
step the council might take would 
stop far short of sanctions. 

But Iran’s government cau- 
tioned that putting the issue 
before the Security Council would 
hurt efforts to resolve the dispute 
diplomatically. 

“If Iran’s nuclear dossier is 
referred to the U.N. Security 
Council, (large-scale) uranium 
enrichment will be resumed,” 
Iran’s top negotiator, Ali Larijani, 
told reporters in Tehran. 

He said Iran had exhausted “all 
peaceful ways” and that if demands 
were made contrary to the Nuclear 
Nonproliferation Treaty, the nation

China Pledges Improved Rural Aid 


Premier vows funding 
for restive eountryside, 
eyes talks with Taiwan 

B E IJ I N G I China’s premier committed 
billions of dollars to improve con- 
ditions in the restive countryside 
while saying Sunday that econom- 
ic growth would slow to 8 percent 

— a significant drop from last year 
and much lower than international 
projections. 

In a key address to the annual 
session of the country’s figurehead 
parliament, Wen Jiabao also vowed 
to resume dialogue with Taiwan, 
split from the mainland since 1949. 
But he warned the island’s demo- 
cratically elected leaders against 
pursuing formal independence 

— a step that Beijing has warned 
could lead to war. 

Concerning the nation’s budget. 
Wen said new spending on schools, 
farm aid, health care and infra- 
structure would produce a “rapid 
and significant change in the overall

appearance of the countryside.” 

“Building a ‘new socialist coun- 
tryside’ is a major historic task,”

Beijing will budget an extra 


$5.2 billion to raise spending on 
rural areas by 15 percent this year, 
to $41.9 billion. Wen said. 

China’s vast countryside is home 
to 800 million of its 1.3 billion peo- 
ple, and many outside the cities have 
failed to share in the fruits of the 
booming economy. Government 
promises to spread prosperity 
have taken on special urgency 
amid mounting rural anger over 
chronic poverty, corruption and 
other problems. 

Despite his pledges. Wen made 
no direct mention of the abuses that 
have sparked unrest, such as land 
seizures for factories and other proj - 
ects, and complaints that farmers 
are underpaid.

Number of Obese 
Kids Forecast 
To Rise Sharply 

LO N D 0 N I The number of overweight 
children worldwide will increase 
significantly by the end of the 
decade, and scientists expect pro- 
found impacts on everything from 
public health care to economies, a 
study published Monday said. 

Nearly half of the children in 
North and South America will 
be overweight by 2010, up from 
about 28 percent today, according 
to a report in the International 
Journal of Pediatric Obesity. 

In the European Union, about 38 
percent of all children will be over- 
weight if present trends continue — 
up from about 25 percent in recent 
surveys, the study said. 

Researchers concluded that the 
prevalence of childhood obesity 
increased in almost all the countries 
for which the necessary data were 
available, a trend fueled by more 
sedentary lives and the increasing 
availability of junk food, among

Islam Gains a Rising Star

Young singer showing 
how Muslim ideals, 
Western style can meet 

ALEXANDRIA, EGYPT I The audience, 
mostly young Muslim women in 
veils, clapped and sang along as 
Sami Yusuf belted out a love song. 

The object of his adoration? 
Muhammad, the prophet of 
Islam. 

With a British accent, Islamic 
lyrics and trendy video clips, 25- 
year-old Yusuf has become a 
music idol to a young generation 
of Muslims eager to reconcile their 
religious impulses with the appeal 
of modernity and pop and to proud- 
ly display an Islamic identity many 
feel is under attack. 

He rejects the “clash of civiliza- 
tions” theories fueled by the current 
angry exchanges over cartoons of 
Prophet Muhammad. He seeks to 
show that the Western and Muslim 
cultures he straddles can coexist. 

“I don’t call it a clash of civiliza- 
tions. I call it a clash of the unciv- 
ilized,” Yusuf said of the cartoon 
controversy during an interview 
in Cairo. “On one hand, you find 
these extremist people who are 
anti-religion. They’re really creat- 
ing Islamophobia.... On the other 
hand, you find these other extrem- 


ists who are burning flags.” 

Born to Azerbaijani parents and 
raised in London, Yusuf learned 
music from his father and stud- 
ied with composers at the Royal 
Academy of Music. His lyrics are 
mostly in English, with some verses 
in Arabic, Turkish and Hindi. 

Yusuf said he didn’t have the 
mainstream West in mind when he 
worked on his first album. “I want- 
ed to do something for the minority 
Muslims living in the West, espe- 
cially in the UK, to bring up their 
morale a bit. They need to be proud 
of their religion,” he said. 


But the Arab world has been 
listening, too — especially to 
“Mualim,” or “teacher” — his song 
about Muhammad. His appeal 
was evident at a recent show in the 
Mediterranean city of Alexandria. 
“He shows that Islam is not about 
[Osama] bin Laden or terrorism,” 
said Fairouz Yaseen, 34. 

To some, Yusuf makes it not just 
right, but even cool to be an obser- 
vant Muslim. “He is trying to show 
that we can be religious youths who 
uphold their values and can still look 
good and be chic,” Elham Ismail, 
20, said, mariam fam (ap)

VDOT Planning Cuts 
To Some Maintenance 


Ehrlich s opponents 
plan major rewrite of 
governors allocations 

ANNAPOLIS, MD. I While Democratic 
leaders in the General Assembly 
can do little to alter Gov. Robert 
Ehrlich’s proposed budget for day- 
to-day operations, they have con- 
siderable power to allocate money 
for capital projects — and they plan 
to exercise that authority. 

Leading Democrats say they 
are preparing this session a major 
rewrite of Ehrlich’s capital budget, 
which directs state dollars for the 
construction of schools, courthouses 
and university buildings. 

Senate President Thomas 
V. Mike Miller, House Speaker 
Michael Busch and other lead- 
ing budget writers sketched out 
a rough picture last week of what 
they might change. 

Besides their desire to fund 
projects they consider important. 


Democrats say they don’t wish to be 
cast aside in the budget process. 

“We’re not chopped liver; we’re 
not potted plants. We have a role 
to play,” Miller said. 

The University of Maryland’s 
College Park campus would likely 
benefit from capital budget changes, 
as would school construction bud- 
gets for Montgomery and Prince 
George’s counties and a court- 
house project in Rockville. 

The planned shake-up of the 
capital budget illustrates the 
Democratic majority’s continu- 
ing adjustments to working with 
the first Republican governor in a 
generation. 

“What the Democrats are say- 
ing is, ‘This guy isn’t talking to us 
at all. He’s just giving us a budget,”’ 
said Donald Norris, a professor of 
public policy at the University 
of Maryland Baltimore County. 
“Their way of flexing their muscle 
is to play hardball on the capital 
budget.” (AP) 


Mowing grass, drain 
deaning fall victim 
to fuel costs, inflation 

RICHMOND, VA. | The Virginia 
Department of Transportation is 
cutting back on roadside main- 
tenance and other work because 
it spent $40 million more than it 
planned to on maintenance dur- 
ing the first seven months of the 
fiscal year. 

Mowing grass and clean- 
ing drains are among the work 
areas that VDOT will reduce this 
year, acting state Transportation 
Commissioner Gregory A. Whirley 
said. Those jobs are often performed 
by small businesses. 

Inflation and rising petroleum 


prices, as well as doing some work 
earlier than expected, ate into the 
maintenance budget, Whirley 
said. 

“We will not be deferring any 
activity that will be impacting 
safety,” the commissioner told the 
Richmond Times-Dispatch. 

If brush grows so high it would 
pose a hazard for traffic, for 
instance, VDOT will get it cut, 
he said. 

Some roadside trash pickup may 
also be cut back, a VDOT spokes- 
woman said, adding that safety 
would not be compromised. 

Keeping roadside grass cut and 
drains open, to allow pavement- 
damaging water to run off, is crit- 
ical to the long-term condition of 
roads, VDOT engineers say. (ap)

A Md. Mystery: Whose Skull Is It? 


Century-old remains 
dug up in yard baffle 
state archaeologists 

ROCKVILLE, MD. I The skull came 
to the cramped basement office of 
Montgomery County’s archaeolo- 
gy division in a brown paper evi- 
dence bag with a recovered-prop- 
erty report from the police. 

Satisfied that no crime had been 
committed, at least not in the last 
century, criminal investigators had 


little reason to keep it. 

But as the police closed their 
investigation, another began. 
County archaeologists are now 
trying to determine how the skull, 
dug up last month by a work crew 
in the yard of a Chevy Chase home, 
ended up buried under several feet 
of dirt. 

And more importantly, whose 
was it? 

Initial forensic tests concluded it 
was the head of a 40 -year- old man 
of European descent who lived at

least 100 years ago. But further 
review has raised the possibility 
it could be that of an American 
Indian. 

The county plans to ask foren- 
sic experts at the Smithsonian 
Institution in Washington to try 
to clarify the origins of the skull. 
There is little hope of matching it 
to a specific individual as no other 
body parts were found except for 
half of the lower jawbone. The 
cause of death may also never be 
known. 


It is relatively rare for bones of 
unknown origin to be unearthed, 
according to Charlie Hall, the state 
terrestrial archaeologist at the 
Maryland Historical Trust. Most 
of those can be tied to burial sites 
such as graveyards, he said. 

That is not the case in Chevy 
Chase, where no known burial 
sites are near the back yard of the 
home where the skull was buried. 
Construction workers spotted it 
when fill dirt removed from the 
yard was dumped in a nearby lot. 
County police investigated the site 
and took possession of the skull, but 
soon determined foul play was not 
involved.

NFL Labor 
Talks ‘Off 
Yet Again 

Failed negotiations 
may lead to mass euts 
to start free ageney 

FOOTBALLI The NFL and its players 
union broke off talks again Sunday, 
leaving dozens of veterans in danger 
of becoming salary cap casualties 
before free agency begins a minute 
after midnight Monday. 

The breakdown was typical of 
the topsy-turvy negotiations — just 
when things seemed darkest, they 
got brighter. And when it looked 
optimistic a deal could be struck, 
as it seemed early Sunday, talks 
broke down. 

“They’re off,” NFL vice president 
Joe Browne said after a day of bar- 
gaining that seemed to provide hope 
of an agreement. Earlier, the league 
had pushed back the deadline for 
teams to get under the salary cap 
from 6 p.m. EST to 10 p.m. 

NFL spokesman Greg Aiello said 
the union broke off the talks and 
had no further explanation. Union 
officials could not immediately be 
reached for comment. 

One of the endangered veter- 
ans went immediately — center 
Kevin Mawae was cut by the New 
York Jets. 

Other potential big names to go 
with a cap at $94.5 million instead 
of one as much as $10 million high- 
er could be guard Will Shields of 
Kansas City and linebacker Derrick 
Brooks of Tampa Bay. 

Most teams had contingen- 
cy plans for the smaller cap and 
the larger one. Several, including 
Washington, the Jets and Tampa 
Bay were far over the cap. 

These negotiations were by far 
the most difficult since the NFL 
and the NFL Players Association 
first agreed to free agency and a 
salary cap in 1992, ending years 
of labor unrest that included 
player strikes in 1982 and 1987.

Woods Repeats at Doral

He 
watched Toms run a 60 -foot bird- 
ie putt some 10 feet past the hole, 
then miss the par putt for his first 
three -putt of the week. 


Woods only needed a bogey, and 
it showed. He hit his approach well 
right into a bunker, blasted out to 12 
feet and two -putted for a bogey. 

“Anywhere inside the bleachers 
and I’m fine . . . just as long as I can 
make bogey,” said Woods, who now 
has 48 career wins. “A ‘W’ is a ‘W.’”

A new Web database 
puts experts behind 
its research links 

SAN JOSE, CALIF. I It’s a lofty ambi- 
tion — the Internet equivalent of 
the Public Broadcasting Service 
— a user- supported resource that 
pays top academics to create author- 
itative maps, articles and links to 
third-party content related to vir- 
tually any scholarly topic. 

But the vast scope of the proj- 
ect hasn’t stopped former high- 
flying Silicon Valley entrepreneur 
Joe Firmage from building Digital 
Universe, a commercial-free store- 
house of information four years in 
the making. 

A pilot version that debuted in 
January includes 50 or so portals, 
or entry points, on topics such as 
technology, the Earth and the solar 
system. Firmage says it will mush- 
room to at least 500 portals by next 
year and 10,000 by 2011. 

Clicking on the Earth portal, for 
example, presents the visitor with 
links, vetted by experts for accu- 
racy, to related articles, images, 
lists of frequently asked questions 
and other resources from sites 


such as MSNBC.com, NASA and 
the University of Hawaii. 

Little -known Digital Universe is 
trying to horn in on a crowded field, 
where sites such as Google Inc. and 
Wikipedia attract millions of visi- 
tors each month and already offer 
content on many scholarly topics. 


Firmage and his backers say 
Digital Universe’s biggest asset is 
the trust readers will feel knowing 
that every link has been vetted by 
an army of academics. 

The site has been under con- 
struction since 2002 by Scotts 
Valley, Calif.-based ManyOne 


Networks, a 56 -employee com- 
pany that has received about $10 
million in financing from Firmage 
and other investors. 

Digital Universe seeks to 
improve on the ground broken by 
Wikipedia, the online encyclopedia 
that allows anyone to contribute and 
edit articles. But Wikipedia’s sys- 
tem has also led to the publication 
of fraudulent articles, and authors 
can have undisclosed conflicts of 
interest, critics have charged. 

Firmage has pledged that access 
to basic content on Digital Universe 
will remain free forever and that it 
will never include ads. To fund the 
venture, the site will sell monthly 
subscriptions that let visitors get 
additional content and features, 
many of them offered by for-prof- 
it third parties. 

Having demonstrated Digital 
Universe for three years, Firmage, 
35, said he’s heard plenty of skep- 
ticism about the venture. 

“One of the reasons I feel very 
confident in the long-term viabil- 
ity ... is that, unlike all of the major 
information-resource providers out 
there, this will be owned and gov- 
erned,” he said, “entirely by non- 
profits.” DAN GOODIN (AP)

Reaching the Heights 



Fans are ahead of the 
industry on pop-punk 
Hawthorne Heights 

STEALTH ACT I While the industry 
and press was looking the other way, 
teenagers have been paying atten- 
tion to Hawthorne Heights. 

Last month, Victory Records 
released “If Only You Were 
Lonely,” the follow-up to the act’s 
2004 album, “The Silence in Black 
and White.” What fans found was a 
quintet that melded hardcore with 
pop sensibilities. 

With the earnest songwriting of 
singer J.T. Woodruff, Hawthorne 
Heights has become the kind of 
heart-on-its-sleeve rock band 
whose lyrics grace the folders of 
high school kids everywhere. 

“We were finally able to sit back 
and take a break from each other 
this past December,” Woodruff said. 
“As soon as we all got back together, 
we all looked at each other and said, 
‘My goodness, have you guys real- 
ized what has happened to us?”’ 

Hawthorne Heights is used 
to being the underdog. Take, for 
example, this song title from the 
band’s new album: “Where Can I 
Stab Myself in the Ears.” The band’s 
have stated that the title comes from 
an anti-Hawthorne Heights post 
on absolutepunk.net. 


While any act that suddenly 
becomes popular faces some sort of 
a backlash, Hawthorne Heights has 
long been on the front lines because 
of its use of the Internet to interact 
with fans on a daily basis. 

“We definitely have a lot to 
prove,” Woodruff said. “That fuels 
a lot of our passion.” 

The band was drawn to the 
experience of former RCA A&R 
executive David Bendeth, who 
produced the set. Woodruff says 


it was Bendeth ’s work mixing acts 
like Killswitch Engage and As I Lay 
Dying that impressed him, particu- 
larly because he put guitars ahead 
of the acts’ vocals. 

“This band strikes that nerve 
straight down the middle of 
America, no different than the 
Replacements did,” Bendeth said. 
“Kids who go see Hawthorne 
Heights can see themselves onstage 
playing.” 

Woodruff said he has no inter- 


est in signing with a major. He 
recently started his own label. 
Carbon Copy Media, which will 
use Victory for distribution. In 
a first, the Cincinnati-based 
imprint will be able to upstream 
acts to Victory. 

“I’m not saying we will never sign 
to a major label, but we’re happy 
where we are,” Woodruff said. “I 
don’t think we would have seen the 
success we’re seeing on a major.”

Hank Williams III 
returns to showcase

M u S I C I Hank Williams III can be a 
quarrelsome cuss, and his disregard 
for authority must try the patience of 
even the most sainted record execu- 
tive. Still, it’s hard to fathom why 
Curb Records didn’t rush to release 
“Straight to Hell” years ago instead 
of letting it sit while relations with 
Williams festered. 


Bygones, apparently — it’s out 
now as a two -disc set on Curb’s 
new rock imprint, Bruc. “Straight to 
Hell” is just what you’d expect from 
the grandson of Hank Williams: 
hard-drivin’ honky-tonk music 
framed by harrowing darkness. The 
difference is that the elder Williams 
sang to keep the darkness at bay, 
and Hank III embraces it. 

The music on the first disc is 
gaunt, galloping country anchored 
by acoustic guitar and Williams’ 
yelping tenor, augmented here and

The second CD is a stranger, 
almost impressionistic affair that 
features odd bits of sound — the 
flow of a creek, a slowed- down 
voice, a moaning train whistle —

VIDEO GAMES I It’s not a total knock- 
out, but “Fight Night Round 3” from 
EA is about as close to the real thing 
most people will ever want to get. 

The Xbox 360 version (it’s also 
available for PS2, PSP and original 
Xbox) raises the bar for pixelated 
pugilists. 

There’s a great deal of attention 
given to the fighters, who sport 
details like body hair, freckles and

tattoos, and in shimmering bodies 
that sweat and bleed. 

Watching the boxers do their 
dangerous dance around the ring 
is equally convincing. And there’s 
nothing in this game as satisfying as 
the slow-motion replay of a tooth- 
loosening hit to the jaw. 

This overall spectacle sometimes 
approaches realism, like watching 
a bout on TV. But it’s only a fleeting 
effect — the better graphics get, the 
easier it is to spot inconsistencies. 
Boxers’ gloves sometimes disappear 
into one another, and many of the 
spectators are exact copies, freak- 


ishly cheering and clapping at pre- 
cisely the same moment. 

As the rounds pass and the fists 
fly, boxers’ eyes swell shut, facial 
cuts spring rivulets of blood and 
beads of sweat condense on the 
skin. Boxers who entered the first 
round brimming with stamina and 
confidence soon become panting, 
sluggish punching bags if they don’t 
defend and move well. 

You may want to punch out the 
advertisements. Nothing is spared 
from this overzealous marketing, 
not even the “ESPN Classics” 
mode, where you can replay his- 
toric rivalries, like Muhammad 
Ali versus Joe Frazier. Still, as the 
only boxing game around, “Fight 
Night” is a strong contender.

A local hip-hop 
production strives to 
break a sound barrier 

In a whorl of contorting limbs, fly- 
ing braids and colorful costumes, 
four actors spin around the stage 
to a hip-hop beat before jumping 
to a stop. “Anansi, where you be?” 
they shout, moving their hands in 
unison with the words. 

Not quite good enough, says 
Patrick Crowley, director of “Hip 
Hop Anansi,” stopping the rehearsal. 
Their timing is off, he says, between 
what they speak and what they say 
with their hands. An interpreter 
next to him converts everything 
he says into sign language. 

“I think they need to know 
how fast they want to speak,” he 
says to choreographer Fred Beam, 
who has left his front-row seat at 
Imagination Stage to confer with 
Crowley. Some actors watch Crowley 
for instruction. Beam, who is deaf, 
and two actors focus on the sign- 
language translator to understand 
Crowley’s directions. 

Welding two languages over fast- 
paced hip-hop beats spun by an on- 
stage DJ presents a communication 
and staging challenge greater than 
just those posed by translation. 
Performed by a cast that includes 
deaf performers, “Hip Hop Anansi” 
strives to be understood and appre- 
ciated by those who hear and those 
who cannot. 

The children’s show was writ- 
ten with that goal in mind, incor- 
porating sign language into the play 
and writing music accessible to deaf 
performers, and with the belief that 
hip-hop is something that can tran- 
scend the barriers that deafness cre- 
ates onstage. 

“The signing is integrated into 
the action of the play,” said Kate 
Bryer, the associate artistic direc- 
tor. “We intentionally cast deaf

Breakfast 


Starbucks joins the 
fight to feed America’s 
morning munchies 

As no -frills breakfast kings like 
McDonald’s Corp. and Dunkin’ 
Donuts have gotten more serious 
about their coffee, Starbucks Corp. 
has gotten more serious about its 
breakfast. It started selling toasted 
egg sandwiches alongside its scones, 
muffins and other breakfast breads 
in hometown stores three years ago, 
and the effort is expanding. 

Offering such trimmings as pep- 
pered bacon and Black Forest ham, 
Starbucks added the English muffin 
sandwiches to stores in Washington, 
D.C., last year, and in Portland, Ore., 
last month. San Francisco stores 
will get them in early April, and 
Chicago outlets will start selling 
them later this year. 

By the time its current fiscal year 
ends in October, Starbucks says it 
will offer breakfast sandwiches at 
roughly 600 stores — up from about 
250 today.

Industry analysts say it’s a sen- 
sible move that doesn’t involve much 
risk. “If Starbucks can get food right, 
it gives them a whole new leg of 
growth,” said Linda Bannister, an 
Edward Jones analyst in St. Louis. 

The biggest gamble, analysts say, 
is whether hot food can be served 
without slowing down service. 

Vendors prepare the break- 
fast sandwiches daily and deliver 
them first thing in the morning. 
The sandwiches are heated up in 


countertop ovens about twice the 
size of the average microwave, a 
process that takes about three 
minutes, Starbucks spokesman 
Alan Hilowitz said. 

So far, the system seems to be 
working. 

“The last time I got a sandwich 
and a latte at Starbucks, I waited 
longer for the latte,” said Sharon 
Zackfia, an analyst with William 
Blair & Co. in Chicago. 

Starbucks has not disclosed exact- 


ly how its growing sandwich business 
is affecting its bottom line — only 
that on average, it boosts same-store 
revenues by about $30,000 a year, 
or roughly 3 percent. 

Drinks remain its primary and 
fastest-growing revenue source, 
accounting for 77 percent of $5.4 
billion in sales at company-run 
retail stores for fiscal 2005. That’s 
up from 6l percent since fiscal 1996, 
when company-run retail-store rev- 
enue was about $599 million. 


Starbucks counts sales at compa- 
ny-run stores separately from those 
at its licensed shops in hotels, malls 
and the like. 

As a percentage of revenue, fresh 
food has remained relatively con- 
stant over the past decade, rang- 
ing from 12 percent to 16 percent 
of annual company-run retail sales. 
In fiscal 2005, pastries, desserts, 
sandwiches and salads accounted 
for 15 percent of those sales. 

Tom Barr, who heads up 
Starbucks’ food division, realizes 
he faces increasingly stiff compe- 
tition, but said that’s not the reason 
Starbucks is focusing more on food. 
It’s just part of the business of keep- 
ing its customers happy, he said. 

The sandwiches sell for $2.95, 
about the price of a 12 oz. “tall” 
mocha, which costs $2.70 -$3.40 
depending on the region. The sug- 
gested retail price for a small latte 
at Dunkin’ Donuts is $1.99; it’s 
$2.74 for breakfast sandwiches 
with egg, cheese and ham, bacon 
or sausage. At McDonald’s, the sug- 
gested retail price for a small cup of 
premium roast is 99 cents; for an 
Egg McMuffin it’s $1.99. 

Bill Whitman, spokesman for 
McDonald’s USA, said Starbucks’ 
heightened focus on breakfast food 
comes as a compliment to a compa- 
ny that considers itself the inventor 
of the fast-food breakfast. “I think 
there’s much work left to be done to 
catch up to the industry leader,” he
